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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Leonard Mitchard on 11-19-2007. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 23 (previously presented), lines 2-4 have been deleted and in line 5, "of 
the nozzle block, with the" has been deleted. 

In claim 33 (previously presented) line 2, "the compliance" has been changed to 
-a compliance-. 

In claim 44 (currently amended) line 6, "canister" has been changed to 

-canister,-. In line 13, -block — has been inserted after "nozzle". 

In claim 46 (previously presented), lines 2-4 have been deleted and in line 5, "of 
the nozzle block, with" has been deleted. 

On page 1 of the specification line 2, -now abandoned — has been inserted after 
"2001 ," and inserted after "1999,". 

The above amendments were made to update the status of the parent 
applications and to remove duplicate language and to correct minor typographical 
errors. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or fairly suggest an actuator for an inhaler having an outlet assembly 
for connection to a main body which receives the canister, where the outlet assembly 
has a mouthpiece and a nozzle block for receiving the valve stem of the canister, the 
outlet assembly has upper and lower connecting members connecting the mouthpiece 
to the nozzle block and one of which is weakened, the outlet assembly also having a 
catch member which applies deforming pressure on the weakened section on 
withdrawal of the outlet assembly from the main body. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
